DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 recites said container "optionally further comprising a 
wipe holder". Dictionary.com defines "optionally" as left to choice; not compulsory or 
automatic. Hence it appears the language added by the "optionally" clause has no effect on the 
intellectual propriety rights of the claimed invention. Given the plain ordinary meaning it is then 
unclear why the language is added at all, otherwise something is imparted by the language. In 
either instance, an ambiguity is created. 

The examiner's reviewing authority has stated that the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 
112 requires a claim to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as his or her invention. Under In re Hammack, 166 USPQ 204 (CCPA 1970) 
and In re Moore, 169 USPQ 236 (CCPA 1971), claims must be analyzed to determine their 
metes and bounds so that it is clear from the claim language what subject matter the claims 
encompass. This analysis must be performed in light of the applicable prior art and the 
disclosure. The definiteness of the claims is important to allow others who wish to enter the 
market place to ascertain the boundaries of protection that are provided by the claims. Ex parte 
Kristensen, 10 USPQ 2d 1701, 1703 (PTO Bd. Pat. App. & Intf. 1989). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 4 an 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bauer et al 
(Patent no5, 971,153) in view of Muckenfuhs et al (Patent no. 5,022,216). In figure 1 of Bauer et 
al a container having a trapezoidal shape is disclosed with a plurality of vertically stacked wipes 
5, in as much as is claimed. The difference between claim 1 and Bauer et al resides in a 
dispensing opening located at the intersection between the top side wall and the front side wall. 
Muckenfuhs et al teaches such a feature in figures 1 and 4. It would have been obvious to one 
skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the container of Bauer et al by 
constructing a dispensing opening at the intersection between the top side wall and the front side 
wall as taught by Muckenfuhs, in order to permit dispensing of the articles within the package. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 4 and 10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
